Eighteen head of livestock perished in a 


blaze which destroyed the large bank barn 
hog stable and wagon shed, together with 
most of the season's crops, on the farm of 
Frank Stevens, near Castle Finn, York 
county, at 2 o'clock on Wednesday morn- 
ins, entailing a loss of 83,500, partly cov- 
ered by insurance. The wind blowing 
from the direction of the house saved the 
building, but prevented the crackling of 
the burning timbers from awakening any 
members of the family, all of whom slept 
until awakened by a neighbor. Three 
mules, 3 two-year-old colts, 3 cows, 5 heif- 
ers, 1 horse and 3 hogs were burned, with 
all farming implements and vehicles. The 
cause of the fii e is unknown.

Eighteen head of livestock perished in a 
blaze which destroyed the large bank barn 
hog stable and wagon shed, together with 
most of the season’s crops, 011 the farm of 
Frank Stevens, near Castle Finn, York 
county, at 2 o’clock 011 Wednesday morn­ 
ing, entailing a loss of S3,500, partly cov­ 
ered by insurance. The wind blowing 
from the direction of the house saved the 
building, but prevented the crackling of 
the burning timbers from awakening any 
members of the family, all of whom slept 
until awakened by a neighbor. Three 
mules, 3 two-year-old colts, 3 cows, 5 heif­ 
ers, 1 horse and 3 hogs were burned, with 
all farming implements and vehicles. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. 


Forest fire statistics have just been com 
piled by the Pennsylvania Department of

A safety feature for tho^o engaged 


in blasting is the use of what is called 
"delay" cartridges, which enable a 
blaster to count all the holes in a 
round and make sure that all have 
gone off.

The second 
hole is fired by a delay blasting cap, 
the third hole by a second delay blast- 
ing cap, the fourth hole by a third de- 
lay blasting cap, and so on

caps are on the same circuit, and all 
are ignited by one operation of the 
blasting machine. The delay caps fire 
the charges in order, and with a suffi- 
cient interval between explosions to 
permit of counting the shots, so that 
the men doing the blasting can teli 
absolutely that every charge has gone 
off before they return to the cut.

Arrest on Bigamy Charge, Divorce and 


Loss of Fortune Is This Man's 


Fate—Penniless, He Is 


Freed From-Jail. 


New York.—If only a ghost of his 


first wife had returned from her sup- 
posed grave to Samuel B. Wellington, 
a mining promoter, he never would 
have been plunged from wealth and 
happiness into poverty and jail, ac- 
cording to his story. The real Mrs. 
Maude Windsor Gardner Wellington, 
although he believed her to be dead 
for twelve years, appeared almost im- 
mediately after he married a second 
time. 


Then followed charges of bigamy, 


his arrest, loss of his fortune and his 
second wife's divorce, not to mention 
his recent incarceration for nonpay- 
ment of alimony to Mrs. Wellington 
No. 1. 


Wellington is seventy-three years 


old. 
He has just obtained his release 


from Ludlow street jail on' the ground 
that he is penniless, through an order 
signed by Justice Greenbaum. He says 
he owes $200,000. 


On April 27, 1909, Wellington had 


married Mrs. Florence Cushman Wel- 
lington, who said (to get ahead of the 
story) in April, 1914, that he had 
shown to her a bill for $200 for a tomb- 
atone, remarking that his first wife lay 
buried in Patchogue, L. I. On her testi- 
mony Mrs. Wellington No. 2 obtained 
an annulment of marriage. 


Supposed Divorce Final. 


A foreboding of trouble came to Wel- 


lington February 16, 1897, the day of 
his marriage to the first Mrs. Welling- 
ton, for she was petulant and, in fact, 
two days later left his home. Three 
weeks after the ceremony he saw her 
for what he believed would be the last 
time and she left him of her own free 
will, he declared. Business progressed 
and he soon was entirely happy again, 
forgetting almost that he had once 
lived with his wife for 48 hours. She

obtained an interlocutory decree of di- 
vorce from him in June, 1897, he says, 
and he supposed it would be made 
final. He never participated in the 
proceeding. As the years passed anei 
he never heard more of her he believed 
that she must be dead. There never 
had been even an application for ali- 
mony. 


Wellington forgot what married life 


was like by 1909, when he met Miss 
Florence Cushman. In his present ap- 
plication, which obtained his release, 
from jail, he says of her: "I deeire to 
say very little of my second marriage. 
It was entirely distressing and it was 
very unfortunate for me to ha^3 mar- 
ried again.1 


Ruin Follows Arrest. 


His first wife brought a charge of 


bigamy against him within a month 
after he married M ~s Gushing. 
He 


was arrested, which sent his business 
interests to failure, he declares. Ac-, 
cording to his story he bad lost $70,000 
in 1907 with the stock brokerage firm 
of Marshall, Spaders & Co, and also a 
large deposit with the defunct Carnc 
gie Trust company. He was then 
vice-president of the Bailey Mining 
and Milling company of Liberty street 


The district attorney's office, after 


investigating the case, dropped the big- 
amy charges against Wellington and 
he was released from jail only long 
enough for his first wife to obtain his 
imprisonment for nonpayment or $705 
in alimony due on a belated court or- 
der. When freed he had been at Lud- 
low street for four months and four- 
teen days. He has no b'isiness now, is 
heavily in debt and has no prospects 
because of his age, he says.

since Lister found a way to ciieck or 
prevent the infection of wounds. Doc- 
tors have tried friars balsam, carbolic 
acid, iodofonn and dozens of other 
antiseptics, some of them very costly, 
and now seem to have gone back to 
old fashioned household dressings of 
past years and even past centuries. 


On the battlefields of Europe sugar, 


salt, tincture of iodine and common 
garlic have superseded drugs and 
chemicals with high sounding names, 
the New York Commercial states. Su* 
gar is used as a dressing for wounds 
already infected. The British govern- 
ment has found that wounded men on 
ships 
whose injuries 
have 
been 


washed with common sea water make 
better recoveries than those treated 
in field hospitals, the conclusion being 
that the waters of the ocean are an 
ideal antiseptic. Tincture of iodine, a 
preparation as old as the hills, is tb.3 
favorite protection against lockjaw; 
and so it goes. 


Of all these reversions to grand- 


mother's specifics, however, the dis- 
covery that garlic is almost a cureail 
is the most striking. Doctors who 
prescribe and use only the most costly 
and new-fangled' preparations 
im- 


ported from Germany will have-to 
give respectful attention to garlic, for 
its efficacy is vouched for by the Lon- 
don Lancet on the testimony of two 
eminent London surgeons. Garlic ap- 
plied to a wound stops the infection 
and heals quickly, whereas modern 
antiseptics used in fashionable prac- 
tice injare the tissues. Garlic has 
been tested thoroughly at the Pad- 
dington infirmary in London, as well 
as in field hospitals in France. ' 


The story of the rediscovery of gar- 


lic possesses human interest. An old 
French peasant woman was found to 
h: ve dressed th^, sores and wounds of 
soldiers in the wa- zono with remark- 
able results. An army surgeon inves- 
tigated and garlic is sold by the ton 
where it was formerly sold by the 
ounce in England chemists' shops. 
Garlic juice diluted with three or four 
parts of distilled water seems to be 
the standard dressing. 


Garlic is also found to oe effective 


in preventing tuberculosis and in cur- 
ing it in its early stages. The com- 
mon onion",, cousin of the clove of gar- 
lic, is good for colds. Hindus have 
used plasters of garlic for ages. Just 
when speculators have cornered the 
drug and chemical market, army doc- 
tors find substitutes in things tnat are 
cheap and plentiful.

On April 27, 1909, Wellington had 
married Mrs. Florence Cushman Wel­ 
lington, who said (to get ahead of the 
story) in April, 1914, that he had 
shown to her a bill for $200 for a tomb­ 
stone, remarking that his first wife lay 
buried in Patchoguo, L. I. On her testi­ 
mony Mrs* Wellington No. 2 obtained 
an annulment of marriage.

Delay Cartridges. 


A safety feature for those ongaged 
in blasting is tho use of what is called 
“delay” curtridges, which enable a 
blaster to count all the holes in a 
round and make sure that all have 
gone off. 
In the first hole an ordi­ 
nary blasting cap is put. The second 
hole is fired by a delay blasting cap, 
the third hole by a second delay blast­ 
ing cap, the fourth hole by a third cto- 
lay blasting cap, and so on. 
All the 
caps aro on tho same circuit, and all 
aro ignited by one operation of the 
blasting machine. Tho delay caps fire 
the charges in order, and with a suffi­ 
cient interval between explosions to 
permit of counting the shots, so that 
tho men doing the blasting can teh 
absolutely that every charge has gone 
off before they return to the cut.

W ar Brings a Return to Medicine* 
Used in the Days of Our 
Grandfathers. 


Physicians have been Jumping from 
one drug or chemical to another ever 
since Lister found a way to chock or 
prevent the infection of wounds. Doc­ 
tors have tried friars balsam, carbolic 
acid, iodoform and dozens of other 
antiseptics, some of them very costly, 
aud now seom to have gone back to 
old fashioned household dressings of 
past years and even past centuries. 


On the battlefields of Europe sugar, 
salt, tincture of iodine and common 
garlic have superseded drugs and 
chemicals with high sounding names, 
the Now York Commercial states. Su« 
gar is used as a dressing for wounda 
already infected. Tho British govern­ 
ment has found that wounded men on 
ships 
whose 
injuries 
have 
been 
washed with common sea water make 
better recoveries than those treated 
in field hospitals, the conclusion being 
that the waters of the ocean are an 
ideal antiseptic. Tincture of iodine, a 
preparation as old as the hills, is the 
favorite protection against lockjaw; 
and so It goes. 


Of all these reversions to grand­ 
mother’s specifics, however, the dis­ 
covery that garlic is almost a cureail 
is the most striking. 
Doctors who 
prescribe and use only the most costly 
and 
new-fangled’ preparations 
im­ 
ported from Germany will have ' to 
give respectful attention to garlic, for 
its efficacy is vouched for by the Lon­ 
don Lancet on the testimony of two 
eminent London surgeons. Garlic ap­ 
plied to a wound stops the infection 
and heals quickly, whereas modern 
antiseptics used in fashionable prac­ 
tice injure the tissues. 
Garlic has 
been tested thoroughly at the Pad­ 
dington infirmary in London, as wreil 
as in field hospitals in France. 
' 


The story of the rediscovery of gar­ 
lic possesses human interest. An old 
French peasant woman was found to 
lu.ve dressed th~ sores and wounds of 
soldiers In the wa. zone with remark­ 
able results. An army surgeon inves* 
tigated and garlic is sold by the ton 
where It was formerly sold by the 
ounce in England chemists’ shops. 
Garlic juice diluted with three or four 
parts of distilled water seems to be 
the standard dressing. 


Garlic is also found to be effective 
1n preventing tuberculosis and in cur­ 
ing it in its early stages. 
The com­ 
mon onion,, cousin of the ciove of gar­ 
lic, is good for colds. 
Hindus have 
used plasters of garlic for ages. Just 
when speculators have cornered the 
drug and chemical market, army doc­ 
tors find substitutes in things that are 
cheap and plentiful. 


Finn Boy Escapes Jail Sentence. 
It may be true that “there is noth­ 
ing new under the sun,*’ but Judgo 
Howard’s daily experience in the mu­ 
nicipal court of Rockland brings up 
lots of things that are new to him. 
Among the offenders who faced him 
the other day was a Finn boy who had 
been arrested for shooting a raccoon 
out of season. 
The boy did not deny 
the act, but asked the court to near 
his defense, which he read from manu­ 
script prepared by himself, it wTas an 
ingenious setting forth of the circum­ 
stances which led to the coon s de­ 
struction—a tale of how the glaring 
eyes of a strange animal had fright­ 
ened belated pedestrians in a West 
Rockford suburb; how a frightened 
woman had implored him to ‘ get a

ROYAL MUMMY 


HEAD A HOODOO 


Widow Blames It For Deaths 


of Husband and Son. 


IS DONATED TO MUSEUM. 


Declares She Believes That Mummy 


Skull-of an Egyptian Queen Wtrkcd 
a Spell Over Her Family— Hopeful 
That She Can Break This by Giving 
Head Away. 


Pittsburgh. — Because her husband 


and son have died since the acquisition 
of the mummy skull of an Egyptian 
queen nearly" ^,300 years old Mrs. 
Jere Dauman of 4Gti Nesliannock ave- 
nue, Newcastle, has donated the head 
to the Carnegie museum. 


Mrs. Bauman says she believes that 


the mummy worked a spell upon the 
members of her family, and she Is 
hopeful that she can break this by giv- 
ing the head away. Her son died four 
years ago, and her husband died last 
month. 


r 
The skull is that of Queen Hatshep- 


sui* or Xatasu, of the line of Thothmes. 
It v i3 unearthed by Mr. Bauman in 
September, 1909, while he and hi" wife 
•were traveling in Egypt. The head 
•weighs about five pounds and is cov- 
ered with a browu black cloth, which 
is glued tight to the flesh. Openings in 
tae cloth show glistening eyes, and it 
is believed that they are polished 
agates. The ears and markings of the 
face-show distinctly. 


Queen Hatshepsutt, according to Mrs. 


Bauman. ruled about 1578 B. C. She 
followed the reigu of Amasis, of the 
eighteenth dynasty, who overthrew the 
Hyksos, or shepherd kings. Amasis' 
son Ainenophis, or Amenhotep I., be- 
came the patron saint of the Theban 
Necropolis, Thutmosis, or Thothmes I., 
next to rule, penetrated into Nubia be- 
yond the Third cataract and also into 
Syria as far as the Euphrates. 


Queen 
Hatshepsutt followed 
her 


father and ruled with her brother, 
Thothmes II.. and independently. She 
is characterized in history as a most 
energetic ruler and one accustomed to 
have her way. 


"Tradition tells us that moving a 


body from its native soil and tomb will 
bring ruin to the holder," said Mrs. 
Bauman. "I did not give this much 
tfcougntr-'I did ~not like the head, but 
my bUsband seemed to place no belief 
In the superstition. 


"Tlie eyes seemed so penetrating. 


They were a kind of agate and spar- 
kled ^dimly out of the folds of cloth. 
Four years ago my son died here while 
my husband and I were traveling in 
Germany. \7e caine home at once. 
This may have been a warning. 


"Recently my husband vras taken ill- 


One 'night 'while sittin; in his chair he 
called my name, and five minutes l%ter 
he was ^lead. 


••'I am through with tha head—in his.

Pittsburgh. — Because her husband 
nd son have died since the acquisition 
f the inuimny skull of an Egyptian 
[Ueen 
nearly 3,500 years okl Mrs. 
ere Bauman of *100 Neshanuock ave- 
ue, Newcastle, has donated the bead 
o the Carnegie museum. 
Mrs. Bauman says she believes that 
he mummy worked a spell upon the 
embers of her family, and she is 
lopeful that she can break this by giv- 
ng the head away. Her son died four 
rears ago, and her husband died last 
ontli 
The skull is that of Quoen Ilatsliep- 
sutf or Xatasu, of the line of Thothmes. $5^$ 
It v is unearthed by Mr. Bauman in CVjy 
September, 1000, while he and his wife 
were traveling in Egypt. 
The head 
weighs about five pounds and is cov­ 
ered with a brown black cloth, which 
is glued tight to the flesh. Openings in 
the cloth show glistening eyes, and it 
is 
believed that they are polished 
agates. The ears and markings of the 
face show distinctly. 


Queen Ilatshepsutt, according to Mrs. 
Bauman, ruled about 1578 B. C. She 
followed the reign of Amasis, of the 
eighteenth dynasty, who overthrew the 
Hyksos. or shepherd kings. 
Amasis’ 
son Amenophis, or Amenhotep I., be­ 
came the patron saint of the Theban 
Necropolis, Thutmosis, or Thothmes I., 
next to rule, penetrated into Nubia be­ 
yond the Third cataract and also into 
Syria as far as the Euphrates. 


Queen 
Ilatshepsutt 
followed 
her 
father and ruled with her brother, 
Thothmes II., and independently. She 
is characterized in history as a most 
energetic ruler and one accustomed to 
have her way. 


“Tradition tells us that moving a 
body from its native soil and tomb will 
bring ruin to the holder,” said Mrs. 
Bauman. 
“I did not give this much 
thought. *1 did not like the head, but 
my husband seemed to place no belief 
in the superstition. 


“The ejrcs seemed so penetrating. 


Thejr were a kind of agate and spar­ 
kled dimly out of the folds of cloth. 
Four years ago my son died here while 
my husband and I were traveling in 
Germany. 
We came home at once. 


This may have been a warning. 


“Recently my husband was taken ill. 


One night w hile Sitting in his chair he 
called m y name, and live m inutes I^ter 
he w as dead. 


“I am through with the head—in his. 
notes of the Egyptian trip Mr. Bauman 
called the head a ’treasure*—and I will 
feel safer with it out of my home. It 
seems to have worked its evil spell 
hero.“

"Still another picture that rises in 


my mind as I write is of one cloudy 
morning when, after a very tiring 
night, I was sitting on the roadside 
watching a rather heavy bombardment 
near by, and suddenly through the din 
rose the sweet clear notes of a shep- 
herd's pipe. It was the same reed 
pipe I have heard so often on the hills 
of Greece and Asia Minor, and the 
same sweetly sad, age-old shepherd 
music telling of Pan and the nymphs 
and the asphodel meadows where 
Youth lies buried. The piper was an 
ordinary-piou-piou, a simple fantasin, 
'mon vieux Charles' with knapsack on 
back, rifle slung over his shoulder, 
and helmet on head strolling down to 
the valley of death a few hundred 
yards beyond." 


Mr. Berry pictures the stream of 


wounded. 


"One last scene I shall not forget," 


he says. "There was a white chalk 
road between black pipe trees, and on 
it, moving towards us, were two 
groups of shuffling men, a blood-red 
sunset at their backs. Our car slowed 
down to pass between them, but 
when we saw, we stopped—and let 
them pass. 


"On one side moved a muddy, blood- 


stained company, where blue-clad fig- 
ures drooped in saddles, or clung with 
both hands to a comrade's stirrup 
leather. I saw a broken sword and 
empty carbine holsters, and I saw, too, 
eyes glazed with fatigue that stared 
from dead-white faces. On the other 
passed a second company, muddy 
and blood-stained like the first, but 
there were gray-clad figures stagger- 
ing in step, the stronger with their 
arms around their comrades. I saw 
the ribbon of the iron cross, and I 
saw again eyes glazed with fatigue 
that stared from dead-white faces. 


"So passed vs by a remnant of the 


Hussars' charge, and a group of Ger- 
man prisoners 
Victors and van- 


quished—with only the whits road be- 
tween them."—New York Evening 
Post.

Foreign Children Are Healthier. 
The death rate among children born 


in New York city of native American 
parents is higher than among children 
of foreign parents, according to a re- 
port by Dr. William H. Guilfoy, regis- 
trar of the health department. Chil- 
dren of native white parents, the re- 
port says, die at the rate of 44 males 
and 35 females out of every 1,000 be- 
fore attaining the age of five years. 
The death rate for native parents, 
both white and negro, is 78 males and 
65 females. Children of foreign-born 
parents show a mortality during the 
five years of 39 males and 32 females. 
The lowest mortality rate is given by 
the records to Russian-born mothers. 
The birth rate among foreign-born 
mothers is almost three times greater 
than among native mothers.—New 
York Times.

dug out to form a kind of scoop or 
trough, which is attached to one end 
of a long pole. The other end ot the 
pole is weighted with lumps of earth 
and the whole is balanced at the cen- 
ter on an upright so as to form a lever. 


The irrigator airs the trough into 


the \vater, and, on releasing his hold 
the weights at the other end of the 
pole cause the water to run down the 
trough into a well dug in the ground 
The supply is then distributed by 
means of channels.. This performance 
is carried on in duplicate, one trough 
taking in water and the other discharg- 
ing it.—Popular Mechanics.

PIPER'S MUSIC AROUSED INTER* 
EST OF CORRESPONDENT. 


American 
Ambulance 
Drivers 
Give 
Vivid Description ef Scenes They 
Witnessed 
In 
Land 
Where 
Death Is Common» 


These vivid sketches of battle scene* 
are given In letters written by Rich* 
ard Norton and W. R. Berry, who are 
attached to the American Volunteer 
Motor Ambulance corps, which han­ 
dled 6,000 wounded men in tho five 
days of the main allied drive in 
Franco last September. 
Tho letters 
were received by Eliot Norton, of 2 
Rector street, this city. Richard Nor­ 
ton writes: 


“Still another picture that rises in 
my mind as I write is of one cloudy 
morning when, after a very tiring 
night, I was sitting on the roadside 
watching a rather heavy bombardment 
near by, and suddenly through tho din 
rose the sweet clear notes of a shep­ 
herd’s pipe. 
It was the same reed 
pipe I have heard so often on tho hills 
of Greece and Asia Miuor, and the 
same sweetly sad, age-old shepherd 
music tolling of Pan and the nymphs 
and the asphodel meadows where 
Youth lies buried. The piper was an 
ordinary* piou-piou, a simple fantasin, 
‘mon vleux Charles’ with knapsack on 
back, rifle slung over his shoulder, 
and helmet on head strolling down to 
the valley of death a few hundred 
yards beyond.” 


Mr. Berry pictures tho stream of 
wounded. 


“One last scene I shall not forget/’ 
he says. 
“There was a whito chalk 
road between black pipo trees, and on 
it, 
moving 
towards us, wore two 
groups of shuffling men, a blood-red 
sunset at their backs. Our car slowed 
down to pass between them, but 
when we saw, we stopped—and let 
them pass. 


“On one side moved a muddy, blood­ 
stained company, where blue-clad fig­ 
ures drooped in saddles, or clung with 
both hands to a comrade’s stirrup 
leather. 
I saw a broken sword and 
empty carbine holsters, and I saw, too, 
oyes glazed with fatigue that stared 
from dead-white faces.

Foreign Children Are Healthier. 


The death rate among children born 
fn New York oity of native American 
parents is higher than among children 
of foreign parents, according to a re­ 
port by Dr. William H. Guilfoy, regis­ 
trar of tho health departm ent 
Chil­ 
dren of native white parents, the re­ 
port says, die at the rate of 44 males 
and 35 females out of every 1,000 be­ 
fore attaining the age of five years. 
The death rate for native parents, 
both white and negro, is 78 males and 
65 females. 
Children of foreign-born 
parents show a mortality during the 
five years of 39 males and 32 females. 
The lowest mortality rate is given by 
the records to Russian-born mothers. 
The birth rate among foreign-born 
mothers is almost three times greater 
than among native mothers.—New 
York Times.

SIMPLE PLAN OF IRRIGATION 


Extensive Reservoirs and Expensive 
Machinery Not Used in Certain 
Parts of India. 


In India famine has always been a 
serious question to cope with, and bv 
means of canals and irrigation works 
much has been done to mitigate the ef­ 
fects of drought. 


In certain districts a primitive but 
effectual method of irrigation still ex­ 
ists among the natives, who convey 
water to their rice and paddy fields 
by a simple contrivance of their own 
invention. 


it consists of the trunk of a tree 
dug out to form a kind of scoop or 
trough, which is attached to one end 
of a long pole. 
The other end of the 
pole is weighted with lumps of earth 
and the whole is balanced at tho cen­ 
ter on an upright so as to form a lever. 


The irrigator dips tho trough into 
the water, and, on releasing his hold, 
tho weights at the other end of the 
pole cause the water to run down the 
trough into a well dug in the ground. 
The supply is then distributed by 
means of channels.. This performance 
is carried on in duplicate, one trough 
taking in water and the other discharg­ 
ing it.—Popular jVJeelianics.

Christmas Near 


The North Pole 


A 


JOVIAL Christmas was that 


spent by Admiral Peary on 
his last expedition 
to the 


arctic. fro:a which he return- 


ed w.lh the report of the discovery of 
tte north pole. At Cape York. Green- 
laud, the Roosevelt picked up Eskimos 
and dog^ and by way of Etah and 
Cape Sheridan made her way to 
Grant Land, « here she had to halt in 
the ice locked waters of the Arctic 
ocean, only GOO miles from the pole, 
when Christmas day came. The story 
of the parry's celebration of this Christ- 
mas, one of the "farthest north" ever 
enjoyed by white men. was told inter- 
estingly by the explorer when he re- 
turned to the United States. 


"It was not very cold," wrote Peary, 


"only minus 23 degrees F. 
In the 


mornins we sreeted each other with 
the 'Merry Christmas' of civilization. 
At breakfast we all had letters from 
home and Christmas presents which 
had been kept unopened. 
MacMillan 


was master of ceremonies and arrang- 
ed the program of sports. At 2 o'clock 
there were races on the Ice foot. A 
seventy-five yard course was laid out, 
and the ship's lanterns, about fifty of 
them, were arranged in two parallel 
rows twenty feet apart. These lan- 
terns are similar to a railway brake- 
man's lantern, only larger. It was a 
strange sight—that illuminated race 
course within 7% degrees of the earth's 
end. 


"The first race was for Eskimo chil- 


dren, the second for Eskimo men, the 
third for Eskimo matrons with babies 
in their hoods, the fourth for unen- 
cumbered women. There were four 
entries for the matrons' race, and no 
one could^have guessed from watch- 
Ing them that It was a running race. 
They came along four abreast, dressed 
in furs, their eyes rolling, puffing like 
four excited walruses, their babies in 
their hoods gazing with wide and half 
bewildered eyes at the glittering lan- 
terns. There was no question of cruel- 
ty to children, as the mothers were not 
moving fast enough to spill their ba- 
bies. Then there were races for the

ship's men and the members of the 
expedition nud a tug-ot-war between 
the men aft and forward. 


"Nature herself participated in our 


Christmas celebrations by providing an 
aurora 
of 
considerable 
brilliancy. 


TThile the races on the ice foot were 
in progress the northern sky was filled 
with streamers and lances of pale 
white light 


"Between the races and the dinner 


hour, which v% as at 4 o'clock, I gavp a 
concert on tbc piano in my cabin, 
choosing the merriest music in the 
rack. Then we separated to drcs=! for 
dinner. 
This ceremony consisted of 


putting on clean flannel shirts and 
neckties. Tbe doctor was even so am- 
bitious as to don a linen collar. 


"Percy, the steward, wore a chef's 


cap and a large white apron in honor 
of the occasion, and be laid the table 
with a fine linen cloth and our best 
silver. The wall of the mess room was 
decorated with the American flag. We 
had rnusk ox meat, an English plum 
pudding, sponge cake covered with 
chocolate, and at each plate was a 
package containing nuts, cake and can- 
dies, with a card attached, 'Merry 
Christmas From Mrs. Peary.' 


"After dinner canie the dice throw- 


ing contests and the wrestling and 
pulling contests in the fo'castle. The 
celebration ended with a phonograph 
concert given by Percy. 


"But perhaps the most interesting 


part of our day was the distribution 
of prizes to the winners in the various 
contests. In order to afford a study in 
Eskimo psjchology there was in each 
case a choice between prizes. Tookoo- 
mah, for instance, who won in the 
women's race, had a choice between 
three prizes—a box of three cakes of 
scented soap, a sewing outfit contain- 
ing a paper of needles, two or three 
thimbles and several spools of differ- 
ent sized thread and a round cake cov- 
ered with sugar and candy. The wo- 
man did not hesitate. 
She had one 


eye perhaps on the sewing outSt, but 
both hands and the other eye were di- 
rected toward the soap. 
SLs knew 


what it was meant for. The meaning 
of cleanliness had dawned upon her— 
a sudden ambition to be attractive."— 
New York Tribune.

Ducks With Turnips.—Prepare the 


ducks as for roasting. 
Heat in a 


saucepan a quarter of a cupful of but- 
ter and the same amount of fat salt 
pork diced, and brown tfie ducks all 
over in this. Add two cupfuls of boll- 
ing water, a small bunch of parsley, 
a sprig of celery and two bay leaves, 
all tied together; two white onions, 
and six turnips 
Cover. closely and 


cook an hour and a half. The turnip 
and duck exchange flavors and the re- 
sult is particularly good. Serve the 
ducks with the turnips cut in dice on 
the platter. Make a gravy of the gib- 
lets 


Chicken, 
Western 
Style. — Put 


through a meat chopper a fourth of a 
pound each of veal and fresh pork, 
two slices of bacon, the chicken liver, 
half a green pepper and two sprigs 
of parsley; 
add a teaspoonful 
of 


onion and a tablespoouful of Worces- 
tershire sauce, half a teaspoonful of 
salt and a few dashes of paprika. Mix 
well and use to stuff a young chicken. 
Cook slowly at first to cook the veal 
and pork, then brown the fowl and 
baste with the fat every ten minutes. 
Cook two hours and serve with rica 
or sweet potatoes. 


SOUP DAYS.

Spanish Chicken Soup. — Heat three 


cupfuls each of veal and chicken 
stock. Add a grate'd onion, a finely 
mtnced carrot and two stalks of cel- 
ery, chopped fine. Add a cupful of 
barley, simmer until the barley is 
done, season to taste and serve. 


Cream of Celery 
Soup. — Melt 
a 


fourth of a cupful of butter and when 
bubbling hot add a fourth of a cupful 
of flour mix well; then add a pint 
of rich milk and cook until smooth 
and thick. Cook a large head of cel- 
ery, cut fine, in boiling water until 
tender; then rub through a sieve. 
Measure the pulp and add enough wa- 
ter to make two cupfuls 
Add to the 


thickened milk, season with salt and 
pepper and add more milk or soup 
stock to make it of the right consis- 
tency. 


Potato soup is prepared in the same 


way, using more milk and a cupful of 
hot mashed potato, and a slice of 
onion, boiled with the potato and re- 
moved before the potato is mashed. 


Quick Mutton and Potato Soup. — 


Add a cupful of mashed potatoes to 
six cupfuls of mutton broth. 
Heat 


and add seasoning to taste. Just as it 
is ready to serve stir in two beaten 
egg yolks and a half cupful of cream. 


Pea Chowder. — Soak over night one 


cupful of split peas. In the morning 
drain, cover with cold water, add a. 
pinch of soda and simmer three hours. 
Fry brown a slice of pork and an 
onion. Add the drained peas, a can of 
corn and a cupful of rich milk. Sim- 
mer for a half-hour, season with salt. 
pepper and melted butter and serve 
with milk crackers, split and toasted.

The story 
of the party’s celebration of this Christ, 
mas, one of the “farthest north** ever 
enjoyed by white men, was told inter­ 
estingly by the explorer when he re­ 
turned to the United States. 


11 It was not very cold,** wrote Peary* 
“only minus 23 degrees F. 
In the 
morning we greeted each other with 
the ‘Merry Christmas* of civilization. 
At breakfast we all had letters from 
home and Christmas presents which 
had been kept unopened. 
MacMillan 
was master of ceremonies and arrang­ 
ed the program of sports. At 2 o’clock 
there were races on the ice foot. 
A 
seventy-five yard course was laid out, 
and the ship’s lanterns, about fifty of 
them, were arranged In two parallel 
rows twenty feet apart. 
These lan­ 
terns are similar to a railway brake- 
man’s lantern, only larger.

Duck3 With Turnips.—Proparo tho 
ducks as for roasting. 
Heat in a 
saucopan a quarter of a cupful of but­ 
ter and tho same amount of fat salt 
pork (liccd, and brown tho ducks all 
over in this. Add two cupfuls of boil­ 
ing water, a small bunch of parsley, 
a sprig of celery and two bay leaves, 
all tied together; two white onions, 
and six turnips. 
Cover. closely and 
' cook an hour and a half. Tho turnip 
and duck exchange flavors and the re­ 
sult Is particularly good. 
Serve the 
ducks with the turnips cut in dice on 
tho platter. Make a gravy of the gib­ 
lets. 


Chicken, 
Western 
Style. — Put 


through a meat chopper a fourth of a 
pound each of veal and fresh pork, 
two slices of bacon, the chicken liver, 
half a greon pepper and two sprigs 
of parsley; 
add a 
teaspoonful 
of 
onion and a tabiespoonful of Worces­ 
tershire sauce, half a teaspoonful of 
salt and a few dashes of paprika. Mix 
well and use to stuff a young chicken. 
Cook slowly at first to cook the veal 
and pork, then brown tho fowl and 
baste with the fat every ten minutes. 
Cook two hours and sorve with rlco 
or sweet potatoes. 


SOUP DAYS. 


Thoiio cool autumn days make a hot, 
steaming dish of soup a delight to tho 


palate and most sooth­ 
ing to the tired nerves 
after a weary day. Tho 
very odor of a well-fla­ 
vored soup as you enter 
the dining room is an 
uplift and an inspiration. 
Then serve soups often 
and in variety. They are 
enjoyed alike by rich and poor and 
may be nutritious and wholesome 
as well as inexpensive. 


A dish of hot soup to fortify a man. 
woman or child who has a long, cold 
ride will do more to keep them warm 
than an armful of hot bricks. 


Spanish Chicken Soup.—Heat threo 
cupfuls each of veal and chicken 
stock. 
Add a grated onion, a finely 
minced carrot and two stalks of cel­ 
ery, chopped fino. 
Add a cupful of 
barley, simmer until tho barley in 
done, season to taste and sorve. 


Cream 
of Celery 
Soup.—Melt 
a 
fourth of a cupful of butter and when 
bubbling hot add a fourth of a cupful 
of flour mix well; then add a pint 
of rich milk and cook until smooth 
and thick. 
Cook a large head of cel 
ery, cut fine, in boiling water unti: 
tender; then rub through a sieve. 
Measure tho pulp and a$ld enough wa­ 
ter to make two cupfuls. 
Add to the 
thickened milk, season with salt and 
pepper and add more milk or soup 
stock to make it of the right consis­ 
tency. 


Potato soup is prepared in the same 
way, using more milk and a cupful of 
hot mashed potato, and a slice of 
onion, boiled with tho potato and re­ 
moved before tho potato is mashed. 


Quick Mutton and Potato Soup.— 
Add a cupful of mashed potatoes to 
six cupfuls of mutton broth. 
Heat 
and add seasoning to taste. Just as it 
Is ready to serve stir in two beaten 
egg yolks and a half cupful of cream 


Pea Chowder.—Soak over night ono 
cupful of split peas. 
In the morning 
drain, coyer with cold water, add a 
pinch of soda and simmer three hours. 
Fry brown a slice of pork and an 
onion. Add the drained peas, a can of 
corn and a cupful of rich milk. 
Sim­ 
mer for a half-hour, season with salt, 
pepper and melted butter and serve 
with milk crackers, split and toasted.
